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Constable Frazier said, that apparently Martin had never been in any trouble 
in Goldcnna or vioinity, but that he did leave the area about 8 or 10 voars 
aso and was sons for several years. Ho said he heard that ho was either in 
the ai-nod forces or possibly in prison in another State. 

Martin reportedly has nevor married, and so far as is known he has never boon 
gainfully employed. He has communicated with his parents by nail fron various 
places throughout the country, and always uses a general delivery address. He 
reportedly lias been in Massachusetts, Hew Jersey, California, ferae, and other 




Constable Frasier said he last saw Martin in Goldonna approximately throe or 
four weeks ago. Hural Carrier Quarles said that he believed that Martin's 
nether had been writing to hia in 2exas s city unrooalled, reoently. 

All of the persons interviewed indicated that Martin is quiet and does not have 
ary close friends in the area. He apparently does not hunt or fish, and is not 
interested in sports. Share was no indication that he had a gun or rifle! 

Es is said to be neat in appearance and rather soft spoken. 

Constable Frasier said that a brother, Bobbie Martin, age about 19 years, has 
boon a problem in the oomnrunity.

At Katchitc shea, Louisiana, inquiries were made at the Sheriff's Office, ana 
no record cf Jack ¥. Martin was located. 

At appro jiaatoly 3->s00 IS on 11/22/63 I oontactod SA Eobert A. Steuart, Dallas, 
by telephone fron Satchitocheo, Louisiana, furnishing hia the resulos of the i"~ 
ventilation. SA Steuart advised that Lee Harvey Oswald had been arrested in 
Dollas in connootion with the assassination of President Kennedy. He said that 
Oswald, who was connected with the Fair Play for Cuba Connittoe in How Orleans 
had filed change of address from Dallas to 4907 Magazine Street, Dev Orleans, ’ 
on 5/15/63} that he again rented a box in Dallas on 11/2/63. SA Steuart re- 
quested further investigation in Hew Orleans. He also advised that Jack Martha 
had boor, previously considered a possible suspect due to suspicious remarks which 
he had made in Dallas following the assassination of the President. 

At 9:30 PM on u/22/63 I oontaoted SA Gerrets by telephone at his residence in 
How Orleans and requested that he and SA Vial oonduot immediate invest! rat ion 
rclativo to Oswald's activities in Hew Orleans.
